ties, a record amount since

MONEY REJECTEb - 

Qiiebec universities, have, 
not accepted the F'ederal;' 
money since 1952, and their 



share has been held in trust 
by the NCCU. The universi- 
ties have been taking Pro- 
vincial money during the 
last si.K years in lieu of the 
Federal grants. Last year, 
McGill received $900.000 
from Quebec while rejecting 
?1,173,61.97 frotn théTede- 
.ral government. ' The Fede- 
ral money was set aside and 
McGill may have it as soon 
as it. is requested.

: time a snow-blower covers the ■ average citizen's sidewalk, 
the car-owner will be able' to pay:; "That's MY snow- 
blower;" Similarly, each, time a motorist is awakened at 
Jour in the morning by thè clatter of trucks andL men sho- 
velling snow he will be able to say : "Just some offrriy nien 
»m the job", and turn over conlently. 

This is not a healthy situation... ^rhe,p.oor pede.sti;ia.n, 
MTC enthusiast, or the man who taW(Mf;taxi?wjyiU. be unable 
to come up with the retort so peccssary for a good game 
of one-upmanship. ' '

Unique Snow 
• Gauge; 

A fenced-in enclosure hear 
.the Physics Building which has 
been . piozllng passers-by .this' 
winter Is nothing more .Uian a 
unique snow gauge \dev|sed to 
measure the depth of the white 
stuff more accurately than by 
the convenllon'al- ruler stuck in 
the snow. A ruler is difficult to 
read precisely,.; and by ils very 
presence changes the normal 
behaviour of the snow around 
it. The solution \o the problem 
was a gauge cqnsîstiiig bf fine 
strands of wire suspended at an 
angle to the ground. This arran- 
gemtnt multiplies the accur.ncy, 
and the thin wires have a mini- 
mal effect on observations. A

At the undergraduate level, 
the Department of Meteorology 
will offer about four full courses 
as part ot a programme leading 
to the B.Sc. degree with Honours 
In Meteorology, It will train 
candidates for the M.Sc. .and 
Ph.D. degrees, and may also of- 
fer courses in Agriculture and 
Enginècrlng.

PROSTITUTION Is generally 
held to be in poor taste. 
Whether it Is or whether it isn't 
is no concern of ours. Tlie only 
reason it was mentioned' was is 
draw a few misguided readers to 
our column.

This 
emotionalism is completely alien 
to the one positive statement that 
win be offered here — an invo- 
cation — a plea for thought — 
to strilce through the social, poli- 
tical and economic maze that life 
presents and think about LIFE 
itself. 

Central to our doctrine la the 
belief that the much-publicized, 
and highly over emphasized "so- 
cial sciences", are only, superfi- 
cial commentaries, required read- 
ing so to speak for one main 
text — lUe itself. Thus th« poll, 
tieal scientist, •conemlst and so- 
êiêlogUt are < deemed only to 
pseudo-truth by thtlr neglect of' 
this main < text and its subiect 
matter : emotion. 

The practical application of the 
above contention liowevcr proves 
more consequential. Taken on 
this practical^ pragmatic plane 
this conception leads us to the 
conclusion that lives lived within 
the binding concepts of econo- 
mics, and conventional political 
intercourse are but half-lives, 
living death, existences that come 
to be a question only of soporific 
endurance. To counter this nega- 
tive conclusion we suggest tiiat 
careful consideration of the hu- 
manistic cry, "the proper studv 
of mankind' is man" coupled with 
scientific investlgatioav oC tho 
emotional life, le, love and art, 
may lead man through the mate- 
rialistic maze to the spiritual, 
Socratic panacea of self-know- - 
ledge.' '

honesty should be profoundly 
shocked on •ppiying.$a,^tMt:.ef 
rationality to the valuot hè/ hat 
uneonscloualy and perhaps sorvt- 
lely absorbed from his onvlren* 
ment. 

At this point we miglit as well 
admit that there- is one direct 
assauK to' be . launched eventually 
In tills column.

Samme which fully made up for 
e bad taste left 'by the Cleram- 
beau cantata. Marcello's "Intro- 
duction,' Aria, and Presto", the 
opening number, reminds one of 
a fragile but. exquisite piece of 
porcelain. To succeed, this .work, 
needs a delicate touch, and Mr. 
Brott directed the ensemble 
through a finely etcliod perform- 
ance.
